Old Friends Here Again 


For the second time within a few years the national 


convention of the Amalgamated Association of Iron, Tin 
and Steel Workers is being held in Fort Wayne, the for- 
mal sessions opening at the Commercial dub this morn- 
ing. Fort Wayne is immensely gratified to again extend 
a welcome to these chosen representatives of a mighty 
industrial army, and begs at the outset to express tho 
hope that the second visit of the delegates to this city 
may be pleasant, profitable and satisfactory. In their de- 
liberations these delegates deal with the problems of a 
vast brotherhood of skilled artisans whose handiwork is 
largely woven into the fabric of American growth and 
American progress in many lines. To a peculiar degree 
their conventions are important affairs and their decisions 
of far-reaching effect. The history of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Tin and Steel Workers shows as a 
whole a policy that while yielding not in fidelity to its 
own interest has nevertheless been considerate of the 
rights of others. It has been broad-gauged in its concep- 
tion of affairs and has sought to apply the fullest measure 
of reason to the. varied and sometimes complex problems 
that inevitably confront it. Of tremendous power, it has 
sought to use that power wisely and reasonably in eon- 
serving its own interests, and this fact has contributed to 
the further augmentation of that power. Fort Wayne is 
pleased to welcome these clean-cut representatives of 
skilled toil whose annual deliberations play so large a part 
in-the affairs of American industrialism. "

The committee met late, today and is- 


sued a. statement. 
The illness of Mr. 


Heeler's mother was given for the rea- 
son of delaying the inquiry and the 
committee charged that in most every 
instance persons circulating accusations 
agains£ the school superintendent have 
shown reluctance to come forward and 
testify, although assured that 
names 


and testimony are to be kept secret. The 
commtttee appeals to the public and fts 
newspapers to use efforts and influence 
to have the accusers of Heeter to ap- 
pear before the investigating body. 


The committee composed of bishops, 


ministers i^nd business men says: 
"Can 


it be possible that the moral tone of 
Pittsburg is so law that notwithstand- 
ing the circulation and currency of all 
these rumors—and there are a large 
number—those responsible therefor, will 
not come forward, even though protected 
from publicity?
